A great 
manw Sepators and Representatives 
called on him, and the office-seekers 
were present in swarms. 

Two delegations visited the President 
this morning. Ove representing the 
soldiers and ecilor of the war of 1813, 
headed by Gen. Skinner. They simply 
paid their respects, and the interview 
lasted only about five minutes, Follow- 
ing them came a delegation from Dela- 
ware, whoge visit had reference to the 
distribution of public pstronage in that 
State. Toe President reminded these 
gentlemen of the rule that applications 
for office must be forwarded to the heads 
of the Departments to which they per- 
taic. 

The applications for office to the Treas- 
ury and Postoffice Departments are over- 
whelming. 

B. Butler to-day intreduced to Sscre- 
tary Boutwell a negro from New Or- 
leans, named Janbert, aud recommended 
him for appointment of Assessor of iu- 
ternal Revenue for that city. Janbert 
said he did not desire the office from pe- 
cuniary considerations, but merely to 
test the disposition of the party in power 
as to bis race. 

A thorough investigation is about being 
ordered in the accounts between the 
Government and the Soutbera railroads, 
in the matter of rolling stock and the 
material turned over to them since the 
war. 


GEURGIA. 


ATLANTA, March 13.—A_ resolution 
was introduced in the Serate to-day to 
reconsider the vote on the Fifteenth 
Amendment, which was sustained by 
19 yeas tol5 nays. Its adoption or re- 
jection was made the special order for 
Tuesday next. No action was taken on 
the reconsideration in the House, but it 
is asserted that the amendment will 
pass both houses next week by the votes 
of the conservative Republicans and 
Democrats. The Republicans who op- 
pose tearing down the State Govern- 
ment, but believe that Congress has the 
right, under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment, to unseat all who are holding of- 
fice in violation of the Constitution, voe 
ted fur the Fifteenth Amendment, with 
the determination to uphold Grant and 
Congress, Twenty-five Kepublicans 
voted for it and 4 egainst it; 
42 Democrats voted for it and 
56 against. Twenty-four Republi- 
cans absented themselves and did uct 
vote, but 17 of the 24 absentees voted for 
the reconsideration. Oa a subsequent 
motion to suspend the rules and take up 
the 15th amendment, the House refused 
by 63 to 48; 111 votes were cast ont of 
175 members in that body. 

In theSenate to-day, in the discuszion, 
the Conservative members declared that 
the extremists of both parties were bent 
on the same end—rule cr ruin—and ap- 
pealed to the Conservatives of both to 
vote for its adoption. 

The Genvral Assembly in joint session 
to-day elected Samuel Wail for Foreign 
Commissioner, and G. W. Lester, Home 
Commissioner of the Land and E nigrant 
Rureau. 

AuGusTA, GA., March 13.—Dr. G. W. 
Dorden, who killed Charles Wallace, ed- 
itor of the Clipper, was taken from the 
jail at Warrenton last night, by a party 
of disguised men, whotook him some 
distance from the town’ and shot and 
killed bim. 


CANADA. 

MONTREAL, March 13.—The exodus of 
French Canadians from the St. Law- 
rence to the United States still continues. 
Many families are going even without 
disposing of their farms. Efforts are 
being made on the part of the Dominion 
Government andthe military authori- 
(ies to retaia a larger number of troops 
in Canada than the official order con- 
templated, 


NASHVILLE. 


NASHVILLE, March 13.— Last Saturday 
an impromptu meeting of a small num- 
ber of citizens was held at the Court- 
house and adopted resolutions approving 
Grant’s inaugural address, and appointed 
a committee to call a county convention 
of citiz ‘ns, irrespective of party or color, 
to give a further and more authoritative 
expression of opinion. The convention 
was accordingly held at the Capitol, to- 
night, A. B. Shankland, a Radical, pre- 
siding. Henry 8. Foote offered a series 
of resolutions, endorsing the inaugural, 
expressing confidence in Grant, and 
pledging a support of his administration, 
in all just measures for the public good. 
He also made a brief speech in support 
of the resolutions, and after speeches by 
8S. F. Allen, Judge Casey, A. S. Colger, 
Professor Nichols and others, they were 
adopted. The convention was not so 
large as had been expected, about 300 
persons only attending. There was no 
enthusiagm manifested. 


NEW YORK. 


New YorkK, March 13.—The Herald's 
Havana letter of the llth, via Key West 
the 13th, states that the insurgent lead- 
ers propose concentrating their forces 
and establishing the seat of government 
at Magorie, or some other town in the 
jarisdiction of Santiago. Aid is soon ex- 
pected from Yucatan and other places. 

Advices from Neuritas to the 9th have 
been received. e insurgent represent- 
atives in assembly of the Central De- 
partment have decreed the absolute abo- 
lition of slavery. All parties, however, 
are to be indemnified for their losses in 
slaves. The freedmen may become sol- 
diers or remain in the country and culti- 
vate land. 

An ironclad, with Armstrong guns on 
board for the insurgents, has been sighted 
off Green Key, and the Spanish cruisers 
were immediately sent in search of her. 

The Governor refused to permit Cu- 
bans or Americans to leave the country. 

The troops here committed many out- 
rages on the plantations in the neighbor- 
borhood of Neuritas.

2 The Committee of [isception will 
meet the delegates, on their arrival, at a 
place to be designated in the city papers,

8. The Committes of atertainment 
will call on the families and take the 
names and numbers onthe streets of 
those who can entertain delegates, and 
the number they will entertain, furnish 
8 copy of the same to the Reception 
Committee, and be present with that 
Committee on arrival of the delegates, 
to introduce them to the several fami- 
lies, representatives from whom are re- 
quested to also present, to 
receive their guests on arrival at the 
reception rooms.

THE GRANT MOVEMENT A FAILURE. 
The telegraphic dispatches published 
in the APPEAL yesterday, contained 


among otber matter of interest, a brief 


account “of an adjourned meeting of 
GRANT’S Nashville admirers, at which it 
was sought to bind the people of Tennes- 
see to an endorsement of the inaugural 
and appointments of the President. 
About three hundred persons attended, 
but there was no enthusiasm, euch as 
would have been manifested were the 
people of the capital in any degree ani- 


mated by the sentiments of ex Governor 


Foors and his co adjutors of Conserva- 
tive and Radical faith. Inthe face of 
facts transpiring every day at Washing- 
ton, pointing uomistakably to a state of 
things calculated to excite profound 
alarm for the safety of what remains of 
the forms of republicanism, it was not to 


be expected that the intelligence of Nash- 
- ville could be coaxed or forced to the en- 


dorsement of GRANT. They could not 
soon: forget that he has avowed himself 
in favor of the fifteenth Constitutional 
amendment, that he authorized the re- 
turn to New Orleans of SHERIDAN, and 
to Texas of REYNOLDS, both of them ob- 
nexious to the people of those States by 
reason of their prejudiced and despotic 
military administration. = They wert 
not ignorant of the singular conduct 
that has characterized the engross- 
ment of the army under SHER- 
MAN, and, as the correspondent 
of the Baltimore Gazette, in a letter pub- 
lished elsewhere, phrases it ‘‘ the regular 
onward tread of the new administration 
toward a military despotism."’ Taey are 
prepared, as are the people of Tennessee, 
generally, to yield hearty obedience to 
the laws, and tosunport the President 
as the lawful Executive of the nation in 
all constitutional acts; but they are not 
prepared tostultify themselves by the en- 
dorsement of an inaugural that almost 
in its first paragraph avows principles at 
varinace with those of the Damocratic 
party, to which a majority at least of the 
white-men of Tennessee have declared 
their attachment. For these reasons, 
and many others that want of space for- 
bids our repeating, the people of Nasb- 
ville refused to be committed to the last 
vagary of Ex-Gov. Foore; refused to en- 
corse an administration tiat begins with 
a revocation of the pardon of the previ 
ous President, and debases the prerogs- 
tives of a high office to the dispiay of a 


- low prejudice. 


DEATH OF JAMES V. GUTHRIE. 
A telegram of yesterday announced 


. the death of of this distinguished states- 


manand financier, at his residence in 
Louisville, Ky., at noon of Saturday. Mr. 
GUTHRIE has been ia failing heaith for 
some time, and; es we understand, for 
the past two yeara surrendered to his 
son that close and intimate attention to 
business which distinguished him 
through life. He was born in Nelson 
county, Ky., in 1793, and was educated 
at Bardstown Academy, upon graduating 
from which establishment he engaged 
in the Mississippi trade, and made sev- 
eral voyages to New Orleans.

tion, bis personal popularity was so preat 
as to carry him ahead of his party 
strength or effort. He was President of 
the Kentucky Constitutional Conven- 
tion of 1850, and served from 1853 to 1857 
as Secretary of the Treasury during 
President Pigace's administration. Two 
years since, he was elected to the Usait- 
ed States Senate, but bis health was 
such as to forbid him taking any part in 
the deliberations of that body. He was 
therefore reluctantly compelled to resign 
an honor afterwards conferred upon Mr. 
McCREERY. Asa member of the his- 
toric Peace Conference, Mr. GUTHRIE 
rendered his last service as a politician. 
Upon the close of that ineffectual effort 
he returned to Louisville and more close- 


- ly than ever applied himself to his priv- 


ate affairs. For several years, and dur- 
ing the war, he served as President of 
the Nashville and Louisville Railroad, 
and many well informed persons give 
him the credit of securing to that corpo- 
ration the enviable place assigned it in 
the stock list. |

W ASHINGTON, March 10, 156%. 

It is idie if net criminal to attempt to 
conceal the fact that our best men are 
becoming alarmed at the progress of 
eventesin this city. Several emipent 
gentlemen, whose names can be given, 
haveso expressed themselves to your 
correspondent to-day. ‘They are no 
alarmists, usually so-called, but are men 
who, when the battle raged the fiercest, 
were found always in the front. At 
times like these, when nothing is known 
and all is uncertainty—when a generous 
nation has taken a chief whose reticence 
has induced universal comment, and 
whose political notions have yet to be 
revealed to the ccuntry, upbder such cir- 
circumstances undue importance may 
possibly be given to acts which at other 
times would pars unnoticed. Hut the 
regular onward tread of the new Admin- 
istration towards a military despotism 
does, indeed, alarm some. of the most 
able and distinguished patriots now as- 
serabled at the seat of the Federal Gov- 


ernment. 

As Commander of the Armies of the 
United States, General Grant was wont 
to consuit no one; for consultation, ex- 
cept on very rare occasions, was unmili- 
tary and not te be countenanced. Prasi- 
dent Grant follows closely in the foot- 
steps of the Iate General of the armies, 
and consults no one. The “ military”’ 
rule is now strictly observed and en- 
forced in the Executive Mansion of the 
nation. And the civil head of the nation 
is to-day surrounded by a military staff. 
But what follows upon this new order of 
things at tbe White House? Ganeral 
Sherman assumes command of tbe Ar- 
mies of the United States, and announces 
to the country the members of his staff. 
Who arethey? The crder of General 
Sherman has startled the thinking men. 
He embraces within his direct military 
control the head of every bureau attached 
to the War Department, and completly 
swallows up the whole Department, ai- 
lowing nothing to escape, except the 
person of the Secretary ef War himself. 
The Adjutant General, Inspector Gen- 
eral, Quartermaster Genera!, Commis- 
rary Geoderal, Surgeon Genera), Paymas- 
ter General, Judge Adyocate General, 
Chief of Engineers, and the Chief of 
Ordovance, all of whom have been herr- 
tofore the su»ordinates of the Secretary 
of War, are now declared to be but the 
staff officers of the General commanding 
the army. Well may it be said ‘‘ Othel- 
lo’s occupation’s gope,’’ and Secretary 
Schofield can retire from the Cabinet, as 
there is nothing left him to do but ta 
play “clerk’’ to General Sherman and 
his brilliant staff. These are situbburu 
facts, and they are actually trauspiring 
its 


boastiogs of civii liberty. 

The theory of our republican system 
is that the military shall at all times be 
subject to the civil power, and hence af- 
ter organizing an army with all its re- 
quisite officers, the whole—army and 
officers—are placed under the command 
of the civil head of the Kepublic. The 
Military Department, for the greater 
safety of the people’s liberty, is placed 
under a Civil officer, but that officer (the 
President) doea not thereby become a 
military one. Tis would defeat the 


very object sought to ba’ accomplished. | 


Yet the impression is rapidly gaining 
ground here that President Grant’s theo 
ry is thaf the military character of his 
position has been increased and intensi- 
fied—not destroyed--and hencsa he has 
drawn arouod him in the Executive 
Moension a full corps of military euvordi- 
nates, While Gan. Sherman has absorbed 
(under instructions, it is believed,) the 
whole civil machinery of the War De. 
partment, 

Again, it is noticed and commented 
ou, in Copngressiona! circles more par- 
ticularly, that President Grant’s first 
anxiety after he had qusiified as the civil 
head of the nation, wus to distribute and 
arrange his milifvry eubordinates.— 
Scarcely had the !ast sound of his in- 
augural dicd away, when his coips of 
staff officiais were hurriedly engaged in 
issuing orders to Sheridan and Reynolds, 
Hancock and Canby, Meade, Huger and 
otbere, This perbaps wa; allright, but 
it has caused some speculation and no 
little uneasiness among many of the

. Friends of Human Freedom Generally: 

The representatives of the National 
Irish Orgapnizalionin the United States 
and British North America, assembled 
in council in the city of Philadeiphia, op 


the 24th day cf November, 1568, after 


mature deliberation, adopted a resolu- 
tion that, on a day to be thereafter 
named, an appeal should be made to ev- 
ery soul of the Irish race within reach of 
their voice, and all friends of Irish free- 
dom, calling onthem to contribute to 
carry on the struggle for the liberaiion 
of the land of their fathers, The amount 
asked from each one who is willing to 
help the good* cause of freedom and na- 
tionality, was fixed at ONE DOLLAR, 
that none in this great land of prosperous 
labor, however bumble their means or 
station, might be excluded from partici- 
pating in the sacred work of helping to 
rebuild the shattered fabric of our coun- 
try’s freedom; and the coming 17th of 
March—a day always held sacred to na- 
tional memories, wherever the scattered 
children of Erin are to be found, has 
been selected as the occasion on which 
those ever devoted children might add 
this one more t-stimony of the undi- 
minished love they bear to their sorrow- 
ing motherland, Sevea hundred of those 
anniversaries have come and gone since 
first the invader set foot on our native 
soil; and as each re surring festival 
rolled by, recalling the time when the 
light of Christian faith was shed upon 
our country, dispelling the darkness of 
error and superstition, it found the land 
groaning under theiron rule of the op- 
pressor, and sunk in the shadows of woe 
and misery sodeep and gloomy, that, 
save the darknoss of the grave itself, no 
tint could rival their intensity. 

The time, the circumstances, the op- 
portunity, all portend that this long 
night of bondage should now end; and 
it needs butthe universal voica of the 
exiled children of Ireland in this land to 
break the unholy spell that has so long 
bouod onr mother, and frea the captive 
whose plaintive cry,.Jike the voice of the 
Patriarch of old, mustridg in our ears as 
we kneel in thanks for the libertics and 
blessings we hereenjoy, saying ‘' Re- 
member me when it shall be well with 
thee, that I may bo released from the 
bonds jn which I pine.’”’ Weare war- 
ranted in this belief, in the near re- 
demption of our country, by tke fact that 
our enemy herself confesses before the 
worid the failure of her efforts to fasten 
her laws, her habits, and her political 
and religious institutions upon our peo- 
ple. 
Your represantatives in the national 
councils are, like most of yourselves, not 
poesessed of the world’s wealth; but 
they have shown themselyes rich in all 
that constitutes the greatness ard stabil- 
ity of nations, and have faithfully pre- 
served the attributes and characteristics 
of your ancient naticnality. Through 
them you possess the foundation of a free, 
representative government of the [cish 
people, sad a national army ready to de- 
fend their right and assert their liberties. 
That army has wants for which you are 
asked to make provicion in order that it 
may ™iskion for which it has 
been organized; and the speed with 
whieh the glorious consummation shall 
be accomplished, rests now entirely in 
your own hands, and wil! be determined 
by the manner in which you will respond 
tn this call, nade for your country’s ser- 
vice. For, ationg iast, we must face 
the stern reality, that tous of the Irish 
race, and fous alone, ueiongs the duty 
of building up the temp!e of Irish liberty, 
and restoring the ruined shrines of our 
country. Butthcugh the duty beimper- 
ative on all who truly love Ireland, on 
most of you it will net be on- 
erous. YOU are not called upon to 
make the _ sacrifices offered by your 
fathers in their age—iong struggies 
for liberty ; you are not r quired to give 
up your time to unrequited labors, nor 
to riek your lives upon the batile field, 
as thousands must do ere the great work 
of national redemption cau_ he aceom- 
plished. All thatds asked cf you is that 
you will aid the advancement of the 
cause of your country, and to signify 
your adherence to the hereditary hope of 
our race, by contributing a portion of 
your means so triflipg that you will 
scarce miss it when given; and to do 
this with the assuyaacs that the egzre- 
gate tribute thus offered by our peopie ou 
the altar of their country, shail be faith- 
fully applied ‘to arm and equip the pa- 
triot soldiers, by whose strong right 
arnos her freedom must be won; to sue- 
cor the distress of those who are suffer- 
ing martyrdom for her sake, aud to 
raise Our people at home from the abject 
eondition of slavery to the light and 
me of freedom and prosperity.
